(b)  "exam i nut  ion"  means  any  examination  held  or  proposed  to 
be  held  by  any  University  or  the  Board  and  includes  such 
other  examination  held  or  proposed  to  be  held  by  such 
other  authority  as  may  be  specified  in  this  behalf,  from 
time  to  time,  by  the  State  Government  by  notification  in

examination  is  held,  shah*  on  conviction,  be  punished  with  imprisonment 
fur  a term  which  may  extend  to  three  months  or  with  fine  v/hich 
may  extend  to  ore  thousand  rupees,  or  with  bmln 

7,  Prohibition  of  copying  and  impersonating  at  examinations,— Who- 
ever is  found  in  or  within  the  periphery  of  500  metres  of  an  exami- 
nation hall  by  the  invigilator  or  any  other  person  appointed  to  supervise 
the  conduct  of  the  examination,  copying  answers  to  the  question  paper 
set  ui  examination,  from  any  book*  notes  or  answer  paper  of  other 
candidate,  or  appearing  at  the  examination  for  any  other  candidate  or 
□sing  any  other  unfair  means,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  punished  with 
imprisonment  for  a term  which  may  extend  to  three  months,  cr  with 
fine  which  may  extend  to  five  hundred  rupees,  or  with  both. 


8.  Assault  etc-  on  Superintendent  or  Invigilator.—  U)  Every  Super- 
intendent and  every  Invigilator  of  an  examination  centre  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a public  servant  wUIvm  the  meaning  of  section  21  of  the 
Indian  Penal  Code  1*15  of  I860)  during  the  course  of  an  examination  or 
examinations  and  for  a period  of  one  month  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  and  of  six  months  immediately  following  such  examination  or 
examinations.

Provided  that  any  person  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  18 
years,  when  arrested  shall  be  released  on  bail. 

12-  Offences  to  be  tried  summarily*— All  offences  under  the 

Act  shall  be  tried  in  a summary  way  by  any  Judicial  Magistrate  of  the 
First  Class  and  the  provisions  of  seettons  262  to  2G5  (both  inclusive) 
of  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  1973  (2  of  /974)  shall,  as  far  as 
may  bef  apply  to  such  trials. 
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
